and humiliation she has the profound ay rn- 
pat! y of everybody. In a part o! an in­ 
terview on the But j-ct,ehe used these 
words: '*1 suffer only fer wLat she suf­ 
fers. 
No matter w hat her happiness in 
life, if che live to three score and ten* 
she will always feel remorse, for she is 
a coni mentions girl. 
Her father’s sor­ 
row cr mine is nothing only as we think 
she must suffer L.r this hasty step.” 
There is a pathos in this that will touch 
the hearts of 
fathers and mothers 
throughout the land, for they can read* 
ily feel the sharpness cf the sting that 
comes from such a course as that taken 
by Mrs. Auh jry. 
There is a deep meaning in one very 
keen observation Mrs. 
Fuller made: 
“ Mr. Faller and I cgree that we are 
nineteenth century people and can do 
nothing.” 
TLe commentary on this is 
that "in this century fathers and moth 
ere hod themselves of li<t'e consequence 
in the estimation of children. The day6 
when family authority, maternal love, 
and paternal counsel were regarded by 
children es the safest guides to action 
haye passed away. 
The experience of 
the elders counts for nothing. The young 
must learn for themselves through the 
bitter reprisals of time, and the more 
conscientious they may be tne herder 
will be the lesson 
There is a mystery about such elope­ 
ment that hardly any one can explain. 
Mrs. Anbury is a young woman of edu­ 
cation, in fa:t of rare accomplishments, 
and wee supposed to have excellent sense 
and a strong we manly tarn of mind; but 
the mania to elope end get married in a

miliation it would cause the parents, nor 
of the suffering it would carry to the 
home. 
{She brought shame upon her­ 
self, when otherwise she might have 
married young Anbery in a way befit­ 
ting ber character and station in life.

stance whatever, sic took the course 
whiob brought disgrace upon herself 
and the family. She had an opportunity 
to marry ay oung man of fine attainments. 
of excellent social stsndmg, and of com­ 
mendable business ability, but she pre­ 
ferred an ignorant man, without home, 
without business, and without pro jects. 
If such love is blind, it seems to be born 
of a diseased mind.

He is a ripe 
scholar, a lawyer of fine ability, sn ac­ 
complished gentleman, a man whose in­ 
tegrity is unflinching.

They had a little fun in the a nato 
Thursday evening when the Taylor rail 
way bill was being discussed.

Id making the motion he made a Barcas 
tio stab at the length and contents of 
Kennedy’s effort, which jab convulsed 
the house with laughter. Senator Tay­ 
lor said a Wisconsin man visited the 
United States senate, one day last week, 
and was given a [card of admission to 
the senate gallery by one of our repre­ 
sentatives. 
On reaching the gallery 
door he asked the door-keeper if there 
was anything of special interest in the 
proceedings in progress. 
The atte dank 
replied that there was nothing then, but 
that Senator Evarts had j ast concluded 
a three hour speech. 
How sorry I am,’’ 
remarked the visitor, “that I was not 
here before! What was Evarts talking 
about? ’ The door-keeper put on a sar­ 
donic grin, and answered, “He didn’t 
say.’’ 


M inneapolis, Minn., March 23.—Pete 
and Tim Barrett were hanged at 11:14 
o’clock Friday morning. 
Strenuous efforts 
were made to get the sentence of Pete com­ 
muted to imprisonment for life, but Gov­ 
ernor Merriam refused to interfere. 
Tho 
execution was witnessed by 3<)0 people. 
The jail was surrounded by an immense 
crowd, which quietly dispersed without any 
demonstration after the boys were hanged. 
The prisoners had their nerve with them to 
the lost and both died game. 
The expected confession from Tim failed 
to materialize, and both died with sealed 
lips, neither denying nor affirming that 
they committed the crime for which they 
were hanged. 
The crime for which the Barrett brothers 
suffered the death penalty was the murder 
of Thomas Tollafson, a Minneapolis street 
car driver. 
It was one of the most cold­ 
blooded affairs ever recorded in the annals 
of crime of the city of Minneapolis. 
On the night of July 27, 1887, the two 
Barrett brothers, with Henry, their other 
brother, who turned State’s evidence, were 
up town. 
Upon their return they deter­ 
mined to rob a driver. 
They laid a plauk 
on the street car track and derailed a car, 
but were afraid to rob the driver because 
of the presence of two passengers. 
The next car to that was the one driven 
by Thomas Tollafson. 
When it was oppo­ 
site 
Layman’s cemetery Tim 
Barrett 
stepped out and stopped the car. 
They 
ordered the driver to give up his money. 
Instead of doing so the plucky man grabbed 
Pete and Tim and held them. 
Pete then 
pulled out his revolver but fired low and 
Henry aud he both ran away. 
Then Tim 
shot at Tollafson with a fatal aim, abd, 
running away, joined tho other two in the 
cemetery. 
“I killed him. 
I shot him through the 
head,” said Tim, as he rejoined the other 
two. 
He had the cash-box under his arm and 
tho trio then went home and btiried the 
box in the collar. 
Two days after they 
cut the box into pieces, and after dividing 
the $20 which it contained, thro# it into 
the lake. 
A large reward was offered for the ar­ 
rest of tho assassins, abd after a long 
search the murderers were found. 
Henry, 
to save his neck, turned Qtate’^ evidence, 
confessed the crime, and gave the full par­ 
ticulars of the shooting. 
The hanging of the Barretts is the first 
legal execution which ever t6i>k place in 
Hennepin county, Minnesota. 
On’Afcril 
”7, 1882, however, Frank Crowley, Alias 
McManus, a tramp, enticed Mina Spears. 4 
years old, from her home, ana norHhly 
assaulted her. That night the citizens sur­ 
rounded the jail—the same in which the 
Barretts were confined—took Crowley oqt, 
and strung him up to a tree. 
No attempt 
was made to ferret out those concerned in 
the lynching bee, as the citizens thought 
Crowley met a deserved fate.

Other Labor News. 
F a l l R iver, Mass, March 23.—The 
first serum! trouble of the weavers’ strike 
occurred Friday night at the Seaconnet 
mill. This mill is the only one which has 
been made a determined attempt to run 
with “knobstick” help, and the strikers 
there have been the only ones in the city to 
gather about the mill to make any disturb 
ance. 
When the mill shut down tho crowd 
near the mill gates and along the streets in 
the vicinity numbered over a thousand. 
As the working weavers came out they 
were greeted with cries of derision in 
French and English. 
Finally the “ knob 
sticks” replied to the taunts in kind. 
Tnis 
was followed by a volley of stones from 
the crowd, one of which struck a “knob 
stick” head. 
The man beside him im­ 
mediately turned and fired a pistol in the 
direction of the crowd, which promptly 
scattered and replied with another volley 
of stones. The police seized the man with 
the pistol in his hand and hurried him to 
the station. 
No one has been found thut 
was injured by the bullet, although several 
were reported injured by stones. 
At the 
station the man arrested gave his namo aa 
Lewis LaPointe. 
The mill overseer found 
bail tor him in $300. 


P it t s b u r g , Pa., March 23.—Knights of 
Labor railroad coal miners, representing 
4,000 diggers in this district, have adopted 
resolutions deprecating a strike against the 
proposed reduction in wages, and request­ 
ing the national officers of the Miners’ 
assembly, Knights of Labor, to invite the 
employes of all competing districts to unite 
in a call for a national scale conference to 
be held on or about April I). 
S c r a n t o n , Pa., March 23.—Tho Penn­ 
sylvania Coal company informed tho miners 
as they were leaving work last night that 
a “shut down” had been decided on, to 
take place at once. 
This general suspen­ 
sion affects nearly 2,000 men. 
The com­ 
pany has l)een operating fifteen large 
collieries. 
The officers of the company at 
the mines say that tho “shut down” is only 
temporary. 
Uniontown, Pa.. March 23.—It is be­ 
lieved that April I will see a general re­ 
duction in the wages of coke workers 
throughout tho region instead of a striko 
on their part for higher wages. 
About tho 
best prices obtainable this mouth for coho 
is $1.35 a ton for foundry and $1.20 a ton 
for furnace. 
The men at Rainey’s works 
are reported to have had their wages re­ 
duced this week.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN DOVER. 


T H E S H A M E OF SIOUX C IT Y . 


A dispatch from Hioax City, Iowa, 
was published in the daily papers of 
Wednesday, as follows: 
Biocx C ity , Iowa, March 19 —The new 
oily council to-night elected as street 
commissioner Fred Munchrats. Jr., who 
was convicted on trial for the famous 
Haddock murder, and who is now under 
sentence fcr four years’ imprisonment rn 
the penitentiary. Au appeal is pendmg 
in the supreme court in his case. The 
next chief of the fire department is a 
professional gambler, who was found 
guilty ten days ago of violating the state 
liquor laws. 
It is pretty difficult to imagine how 
public sentiment eau become eo degrad­ 
ed id Sioux City as to tolerate such a 
shameful act as that peiformed by the 
common coucoil. It must be borne in 
mind that Munchrats is the only man 
who was convicted fcr complicity in the 
assassination of Mr. Haddock. 
There 
is 
no 
doubt 
es 
to 
Lls 
guilt. 
He 
is 
a 
representative 
of 
the 
whisky element in Sioux City. He is one 
of the tough characters. 
He is also a 
representative of the gang that rejoiced 
over the murder of Haddock; and it is 
one of the great eurprises of the time that 
while the criminal is waiting for a decis­ 
ion of the supreme court, the council 
should honor him with a tender of their 
confidence by electing him to a city of­ 
fice I And %hat is surprising about it isf 
that one dispatch says that MuLChrats 
was elected by one republican vote! Jufal 
how true this is is not definitely known, 
but it is a surprise that even democrats 
could be found in a common council to 
endorse a .man who web guilty of mid 
night assassination.

W ashington, March 23.—Justice Stan­ 
ley Matthews of the United States Supreme 
court died about IO o’clock Friday morn­ 
ing. 
j 
The last change in tho condition of the 
j deceased 
occurred Thursday afternoon. 
! In the morning he 
: had been feeling quite 
comfortable and cheer 
ful. 
A t 
3 o’clock 
p. rn., however, the 
intense 
pain 
which 
marked tho 
periods 
of deelino recurred, 
i and never left him 
until death 
brought 
relief. 
Dr. 
William 
W. Johnson was sum­ 
moned, and. finding 
his patient suffering S ta n le y M atthew s 
so intensely, administered opiates, which 
toward morning induced a state of semi­ 
consciousness, in which the sufferer re­ 
mained until the end. 
Occasionally he 
would partially revive and recognize Die 
loved ones near him by a glance or pressure 
of tho hand, but a relapse would soon fol­ 
low. 
For a numlior of hours previous to his 
death ho was practically 
unconscious. 
During his last hours tho dying justice was 
attended by members of his family. 
Theso 
wore Mrs. Matthews, two daughters, his 
eon Paul, and Mr. C. B. 
Matthews, his 
brother, 
who came to W ashington from 
Cincinnati a week ago. 
Dr. Johnson and 
his faithful colored servant, who only a 
few days ago announced to callers with 
great satisfaction that “ Justice Matthews 
©verso much better,” were also present. 
Tho chamber in which Justice Matthews 
breathed his last, and which has been his 
world sinco last September, is on the east 
side of tho second story of the elegant m an­ 
sion on tho corner of Connecticut avenue 
and N street. 
The tightly drawn blinds 
along the entire avenuo front this morn­ 
ing afforded the fir>t indication to neigh­ 
bors and passers by Jthat all was not as 
usual within. 
The reports of Justice Mat- j 
thews’ condition duriug tho past week have . 
been of such a cheering nature that appre­ 
hension was in a great measure subdued and 
the news of his death came with a shock, 
even to those who had Iteen prepared for 
the announcement at any timo during tho 
winter. 
The Justice was always a cheer­ 
ful patient and naturally tho members of 
tho family endeavored to Lh* as hopeful as 
himself. 
It was owing to himself that tho 
favorable reports of the past _weok woro 
given out. 
Tho arrangem ents for tho funeral are 
practically completed. 
Religious services 
will bo held at his late residence on Con­ 
necticut avenue Monday afternoon at I 
o’clock. 
They will be brief and simple 
and will] be conducted by tho Rov. Dr. 
Hamlin, pastor of tho Church of 
tho 
Covenant. 
At their conclusion tho remains 
will Le removed to the Balti nore & Ohio 
station for 
transportation to Glendale, 
Ohio, by way of Cincinnati. 
Religious 
services will be held therc|at Christ Episco­ 
pal church under tho conduct of tho Rev. 
Dr. Price, the rector, Tuesday afternoon, 
and the remains will then be removed to 
Spring Grove cemetery for 
interment. 
Members of tho Supreme court will accom­ 
pany the remains as honorary pall bearers 
and the messengers of tho court will be 
the active pall bearers. 
Tho engagement of Miss Matthews and 
Mr. 
Justice d ray was announced this 
week, anil tho m arriage was expected to 
occur shortly. 
In tho United States Supremo court the

Justice announced tho death of 
Justice Matthews, and as a m ark of re­ 
spect the court adjourned until Tuosday 
next.

Stanley Matthews w ^ bora in Cincin­ 
nati, Ohio, July 21, 1824. 
He was gradu­ 
ated at Kenyon college in 184U, studied 
law, and was admitted to tho bar, settling 
in Maury county, Tennessee.

afterword returned to Cincinnati, early en­ 
gaged in anti slavery movements, and in 
1840-9 was an assistant editor of the Cin­ 
cinnati Herald, tho first daily anti-slavery 
newspaper in the city. 
Ho became judge 
of the Court‘of Common I leas of Hamilton 
county in 1851, was State Senator in 1855, 
and in 1858-01 was United States Attorney 
for 
the 
southern 
district 
of 
Ohio. 
In May, 1801, lie was commissioned lieu­ 
tenant-colonel of the Twenty-third Ohio 
regiment, and served in West Virginia, 
participating in tt>o battles of Rich moun­ 
tain and Carnifex ferry. Iii October, 1801, 
he becamo colonel of tho Fifty-seventh 
Ohio regiment, and in that capacity com­ 
manded a brigade in the army of the 
Cumberland, and was engcged at Dobbs’ 
ferry, Murfreesboro, Chickamauga, and 
Lookout mountain, 
lie resigned from the 
arm y iu 1803 to become judge of tho 
Superior court of Cincinnati, and was a 
Presidential elector on tho Lincoln and 
Johnson ticket in 1804 and the Grant and 
Colfax ticket in 1808.

W a s h in g t o n , March 23.—The treasury 
surplus has been steadily increasing for 
several days and now amounts to $50,200,- 
000, or $5,000,000 more than it was tm 
days ago. 
The increase is due to the 
great excess of receipts over disbursements 
since tho first of the month. 
The receipts 
to date aggregate $23,200,000, while the 
expenditures were only $12,000,000, in­ 
cluding about $2,000,000 paid on account 
of pensions. 
The bond purchases have 
lieen hampered by tho light offerings and 
have t>een confined to 4J per cent bonds, 
but this is partly due to the high price 
asked for the 4 per cents. 
Secretary

A Young N ew spaper Matt** H eroism and 
How I t Was Rew arded. 
A quiet wedding in Jacksonvlle, Fla., 
not long ago, was the happy sequel to a 
charming romance of the yellow fever 
epidemic. 
The groom was Fred W. j 
Kettle, a well-known newspaper man, ' 
formerly of Baltimore; the bride Miss 
Rosins Patterson, one of the beauties of 
Jacksonville and a noted singer, whose 
sweet voice had won for her the name of 
the Nightingale of the South. Two years 
ago Mr. Kettle left his home in Balti­ 
more and located in Jacksonvllee. 
He 
soon became prominently Identified with 
newspaper work there, not only in a lo­ 
cal capacity, but as the correspondent of 
Northern 
and 
Western 
newspapers. 
When the fever broke out last summer 
he was advised by his friends to leave, as, 
not being acclimated, he would surely i 
fall a victim to the disease. He continued 
j 
at his work, however, until the relief 
committee, under Bishop Weed, was 
organized. 
Then he volunteered his en­ 
tire time to the ardous duties of secretary 
of the committee. The physicians warned 
bim, but he fearlessly entered the battle 
against the scourge. 
A3 the epidemic in­ 
creased his labors became more difficult, 
and day and night he was almest con­ 
tinually at lii3 desk or in the infected 
homes of the sick. 
Mr. 
Kettle had become acquainted 
with Miss Patterson before the fever 
broke out. 
She was among the first to 
be stricken. 
In these terribly days, when 
one or more members of nearly every 
family in the little Southern city w6fe 
stricken down with the disease, friends 
nursed friends and in turn were ofteh 
themselves attendee! by the very ones 
whose lives they had helped to save. 
When Miss Patterson and her mother 
were both ill Mr. Kettle assisted In caring 
for them in their delirium. 
Both re­ 
covered, and the friendship between the 
convalescent maiden and the young sec­ 
retary of the relief committee became a 
strong affection. 
In September, when 
the death rate was at its highest, and 
physicians, nurses, and the heroic hand 
of workers on the relief committee were 
nearly worn out, Mr. Kettle was attacked 
with a chill while working at his desk, 
and realized tjjat Yellow Jack had at last 
fastened his grip upon him. He bade his 
fellow-workers good by and prepared to 
start for the Sand hills, the pest hospital, 
from which so few ever returned. 
He 
stopped on his way through the town at 
the residence of Miss Patterson to say 
farewell. 
She would not permit him to 
go to the hospital, but returned with him 
at once to his deserted boarding house, 
and for two weeks, day and night,loving­ 
ly cared for the sufferer; but finally rea­ 
son returned and the fever subsided. The 
attending physician, on Mr. Kettle’s con­ 
valescence, placed the hand of the faith­ 
ful girl in that of the sick man, remark* 
ing: 
“Young man, to this noble girl you 
owe your life.” 
The attachment thus formed between 
the two is now perpetuated in wedlock.

F e llies Trees by Electricity. 
Hitherto machines for felling trees have 
been driven by steam power, but this is 
sometimes 
inconvenient, especially in 
thick woods, and electric power has re­ 
cently been adopted in the Galician for­ 
ests. 
Usually in such machines theftrunk 
is sawed, but in this case it is drilled. 
When the wood is of a soft nature the 
drill has a sweeping motion and cuts into 
the trunk by means of cutting edges on 
its sides. 
The drill is actuated by an 
electric motor mounted on a carriage, 
which is brought up close to the tree and 
shackled to it 
The motor is capable of 
turning round its vertical axis, and the 
drill is geared to it in such a manner that 
it can turn through an arc of a circle and 
make a sweeping cut into the trunk. The 
first cut made, the drill is advanced a few 
inches and another section of the wood 
removed in the same way until the trunk 
is half severed. 
It is then clamped to 
keep the cut from closing and the opera­ 
tion continued until it would bo unsafe 
to go on. 
The remainder is finished by a 
handsaw or an ax. The current is con­ 
veyed to the motor by insulated leads 
brought through the forest from a gener­ 
ator placed in some convenient rite. 


W ilkie Collins* Literary Method. 
Young authors will be interested in 
Wilkie Collins* account of his effort to 
perfect his style. 
‘The day’s writing 
having been finished,” he says, “with 
such corrections of words and such re­ 
balancing of sentences as occur to me at 
the time, is subjected to a first revision 
on the next day and is then handed to my 
copyist. 
The copyist’s manuscript un­ 
dergoes a second and a third revision and 
is then sent to the printer. 
The proof 
passes through a fourth process of correc­ 
tion and is then sent back to have the 
new alterations embodied in a revise. 
'When this reaches me it is looked over 
once more before it goes back to press. 
When the serial publication of the novel 
Is reprinted in book form the book proofs 
undergo a sixth revision.
